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X  HE  benefit  of  having  a  Callender,  calcufated 
to  some  degree  of  exactness.' for  our  own  ]\Ieridiau  and 
Parrailei,  must  be  very  desirable  to  a  people  who  are  sep- 
arated  almost  from  the  Eastern  states  by  the  insuperable 
barriers  of  the  Apalachian  hills ;  and  sequestered,  as  it 
were,  from  the  communication  of  that  part  of  society,  who. 
have  attained  a  degree  of  cultivation  and  knowledge  which 
is  equalled  only  in  Eu^rope.  From  this  consideration,  the 
Editor  thinks  it  his  duly,  to  offer,  and  for  the  first  time,  to 
this  remoted  region,  a  complete  Ephemeris  or  Time  Rec- 
koner, suited  to  all  the  various  circumstances  of  our  re- 
mote situation  ;  and  feels  a  degrte  of  happiness,  more 
than  commensurate  to  the  task,  of  rendering  our  secluded 
society,  in  one  particular  instance,  equal  to  our  brethern 
of  the  Atlantic  states.  Every  socieiy  reaps  advantages 
from  the  smallest  degree  of  improvement ;  every  improve- 
ment, ought,  therefore,  to  meet  with  due  encouragement. 
And  though  the  process  of  melioration  be  slow,  and  by 
almost  imperceptible  degrees  ;  yet,  like  the  trees,  which 
are  perceptible  in  their  increase  after  some  distance  of 
time,  but  cannot  be  seen  to  grow ;  so  the  civilization  of  the 
human  race  ;  although  in  some  instances,  it  has  required 
seven  hundred  years  to  bring  it  to  some  degree  of  perfec- 
tion, from  the  lowest  state  of  barbarity  ;  yet  an  intelligent 
miod  must  feel  a  sublime  delight  in  the  agreeable  prospect 
of  the  future  happiness  and  improvement  of  remote  pos- 
terity. The  Romans,  by  the  conquest  of  Great'Britain, 
introduced  some  degree  of  civilization  among  that  fierce 
and  barbarous  people,  but  it  was  entirely  lost  by  the  con- 
.  quest  of  the  Danes  and  Saxons.  The  Normans  afterwards, 
by  the  final  settlement  andconquest  of  the  southern  parts 
of  that  Island,  restored,  in  some  measure,  their  lost  im- 
provement. But,  if  we  compare  the  state  of  the  humaa 
race  at  that  period,  with  the  pre5ent  condition  of  Society, 
we  will  be  lost  in  amazement  and  wonder  at  the  progress 
of  the  human  understanding,  m  rendering  socieiy  happy 
and  independent.  1  here  is  no  science  better  calculated,. 
to  exalt  the  human  m'.nd,  and  to  impress  upon  it  a  more 
lively  picture  of  the  true  sublime,  than  the  contcmplauon 
of  the  heavenly  bodies.  When  we  consider  their  immense 
magnitude,  their  ponderous  weight,  and  their  rapid  mo- 
tion, we  cannot  avoid  wondering  at  the  power  cf  omnipo- 
tence, who  fiist  Treated  and  then  sommanded  them  to 
travel  ia  their  orbits,    with,  such  iaconceivable  vtoMcity 


^^      through  incommensurable  wilds  of  Ether.     S*  that  with- 
•^-^    ^  out  an  hyperbole,  says  Dr.  Young,  an  uiidevout  Astrono- 
^  mer  is  mad — What  a  superlative  idea  must,  we  have,  of 
the  works  of  the  Almighty,  when  we  c^ntemplate  the  dis- 
tances of  the  heavenly  bodies.     The  distance  of  the  Eartk 
from  the  Sun,  by  a  late  observation,  is  stated  at  ninety  six 
millions  of  English  miles.     And  that  wc  may  have  6ome 
faint  idea  of  this  number,  let  us  supp&se  a  traveller  to 
make  a  journey  at  the  rate  of  thirty  miles  a  day,  he  wouUl 
not  arrive  at  the  Sun  in  less  lime  than  eight  thousand  se- 
ven hundred  and  sixty-seven  years  ;  Or  ll\e  ball  of  a  can- 
non royal,  whose  motion  is  at  the  rate  of  eight  hundred  feet  • 
in  one  second  of  time,   would  require  the  space  of  more 
than  twenty  years,  to  arrive  at  the  centre  of  that  grand 
luminary.     And  yet  the  Earth  on  which  we  dwell,  with 
its  atmosphere,  seas,  and  all  its  inhabitants,  performs  a 
journey  of  six  times  that  distance  in  the  space  of  one  year,     i 
The  Changes,  Quarters,  and  Full  Moons,  are  Calculated  ^ 
^•^■^     for  the  Meridian  of  Pittsburgh,  to  Apparent  or  Solar  time, 
^^.>   and  as  the  meridian  of  that  town  lies  to  the  west  of  Phi- 
'^       ladelphia  about  twenty  minutes  of  an  hour,  the  Vertix  of 
the  former  will  travel  to  the  meridian  of  the  latter  city,  in  - 
the  same  space  of  time  ;    therefore  all  the  Aspects  and 
Phenomena  of  the  heavenly  bodies,  will  happen  twenty 
minutjes  earlier  in  the  day,  than  at  Philadelphia  or  New- 
York.     This  circumstance  must  be  very  useful  to  farmers 
and  gardeners  on  this  side  of  the  mountains,  so  long  as    ' 
tlie  Moon  shall  have  any  intluence  over  the  Plants  and 
Roots  of  a  particular  species,  at  certain  staled  positions- 
of  her  Cusps.  , 

The  Equation  of  time  is  given,  either  three  or  four  days 
in  each  month,  which  is  sufficient  for  the  regulation  of 
Clocks  and  Watches,  to  those  who  have  any  business  with 
equated  time.

fi^-rmed  cures  in  those  cases Olive  Oil,  is  said  to  be 

preferabie  to  either,  and  ought  to  be  rubbed  en  the  part  ef- 
fected as  soon  as  posiiible,  while  held  over  a  pan  or  pot  of 
live  coals,  and  this  should  be  continued  till  the  swelling 
subsides,  and  the  iieatbe  as  great  as  cpn  well  be  borne. 
'Ihisoil  is  iiiso  good  for  burns,  scalds,  S;c  and  It  may  be 
di-atik,  sick  or  v/ell,  with  many  good  efftcts,  and  especially 
by  those  who  may  have  eat  or  drunk  any  thing  poisonous, 
Such  as  greens,  the  seed  of  gimson  weed,  occ. 

The  common  I'iantain  leaf  has  been  applied  to  by  toads 
bitten  by  snakes,  and  was  observed  to  perform  a  cure,  inas- 
much as  soon  as  the  plantain  was  removed,  and  the  toad 
getting  a  sccird  bice,  returned  fur  a  cure,  missing  tiie 
plant,  it  svvejied  and  died  in  a  few  minutes.  It  has  also 
proved  eSicacious  in  the  case  of  spider-bites. 

A  solution  of  tamarinds  in  cold  water,  2  or  3  ovmces 
to  a  quart,  is  recommended  as  a  common  drink  through 
the  summer,  and  as  an  efficacious  method  of  carrying  off 
the  extraorciinay  q-.^antity  of  bile  thrown  into  the  stomach 
duri.ig  warm  seasons.  Molasses, and  cream  tartar,  n.ixtd 
v/ith  water,  make  a  very  pleasant  summer  beverage,  ar:cl 
tends  to  cool  the  body,  and  keep  the  bowels  in  that  iax  slate 
so  very  necei.sary  in  hoi  weather. 

A  late  experiment  has  proved  that  liquid  Ip.ucienuin  put 
into  spirits  and  water,  is  of  great  service  lo  those  who 
have  been  thrown  into  fainting  fits  and  spasms,  by  the  too 
hastily  drinking  cold  water,  when  the  body  is  in  a  slats 
Of  ptirspiration.

Dr.  B'.ar,e,  also  ccm- 
rtissioner,  dated  "  Somerset  Phics,  October  28,  1799 -"^it'f^ 
the  JolLiving  account  of  a  man  who  liv^d  upon  la\i(t  qticn- 
tities  of  Raw  Flesh.  The  inttoductory  letter  of  Dr.  Jihn- 
j$n  to  Dr.  Bljne,  and  the  '•  Queries  ard  Answers"  ri-s- 
^ccting^'-  This  extreordinary  person,"  wehuve  been  obliged 
to  omit  for  the  want  of  room. 

CHARLES  DOMERY,  a  native  of  Benche,  on  the 
frenlicrs  of  Poland,  aged  21,  \ras  brought  to  the  prison 
f'f  Liverpool  in  February  17991  having  been  a  soldier  in 
the  French  service  on  board  the  Hoche,  raptured  by  the 
squadron  under  the  comtnand  of  sir  J.  B.  Warren,  off 
li  eland. 

Ji2  is  one  of  nine  brothers,  who,  with  their  father,  liave 
been  reirsarkable  for  the  voraciousness  of  their  appeiitcr. 
They  were  all  placed  early  in  the  army;  and  the  pfetiUiar 
graving  for  food  with  this  young  man  began  at  thirteen 
years  of  age. 

He  was  allowed  two  rations  in  the  army,  and  by  hil 
earnings,  or  the  indulgence  of  his  comrades,  procured  an 
ad(li':onyl  supply. 

Wh?n  in  the  camp,  if  bread  or  meat  were  scarce,  he 
rt^t'e  up  the  dr-ficienrv,  by  eating  four  or  five  pouniis  cf 
.u;rass  daily  ;  and  in  one  year  devoiirtd  174  cats  (not  their 
skins)  dead  or  alive;  and  says,  he  had  several  severe  con- 
i'lintsinthtf  act  of  dtstroyirg  Uiem,  by  feeling  the  ttttrts 
i.i.  their  torments  on  his  face  a"  d  hards:  someiimts  he 
killed  them  before  eating,  but  when  very  hungry  did  not 
wait  to  perform  this  humane  rfiice. 

JJcgs  and  rats  equally  sufltrtdfrom  his  merciless  jaws  ; 
nnd  if  much  pinched  by  famine,  the  entrails  of  anima!-* 
indiscriminately  became  his  prey.  The  above  facts  are 
attested  by  I'icard,  a  respectable  man,  who  was  his  com- 
rade in  the  same  regiment  on  board  the  I  If  che.  and  is  nov/ 
jjresent ;  and  who  assures  me,  he  has  of:en  seen  him  feed 
un  those  animals. 

When  the  ship  on  board  cf  which  he  was  had  surren- 
dered, af'er  an  obstinate  action,  finding  himself,  as  usual, 
Jiungry,  and  nothing  ehe  in  his  way  but  a  mati's  leg,  wl  ir  h 
was  shot  elf,  lyin;^  b*.f;>rc  him,  he  auatked  it  greedily, 
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end  w"^  r:ecHn-g  heanily,  when  a  sailor  snatched  It  fvoni 
him  and  ihrew  it  overboard. 

Since  he  came  to  this  prison,  he  has  cat  one  dead  rnt 
and  .'t!n>ut  twenty  rats.  Bui  what  he  dt-lights  most  in  is 
raw  meat,  betf  or  mu'tcn,  of  which,  thoutrh  pitiiiifn'ly 
supplied,  by  eating  liie  ra'ions  of  fen  men  daiiy,*  he  com- 
plains he  has  not  the  seme  quantity,  r.ov  indulged  in  eat- 
in,a:  so  ir.uch  as  he  used  to  do,  when  in  France. 

He  ofLcn  devours  a  bullock's  liver  raw,  three  pounds  of 
candles,  and  a  few  pounds  of  raw  beef,  in  one  day,  wilh- 
out  tastinij  bread  or  vegetables,  washing  it  down  with  wa- 
ter, if  his  allowance  of  beer  isexpended. 

His  subsistence  at  present,  indeperdont  of  his  own  ra- 
tions, arises  from  the  generosity  of  the  pvif oners,  who 
give  him  a  share  oftheir  allowance.  Nor  is  his  stomach 
confined  to  meat ;  for  when  in  the  hospital,  where  some 
of  the  patients  refused  to  tak-;;  their  mtdicines,  Dcmery 
had  no  objection  to  perform  this  for  them  :  his  stoiT.ach 
never  rejected  any  thing,  as  he  never  voa.itSj  whatever  be 
the  contfnts,  or  however  large. 

Wishing  fairly  to  try  how  much  hcactually  could  eat 
in  one  day  :  on  the  i7ih  of  September,  i  799,  at  four  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  he  breakfasted  on  f.>;^' pour.'s  of  raw 
cow's  udder:  at  half  past  nine,  in  presence  of  Dr.  John- 
sfon,  commissioner  of  sick  and  wounded  eeamen,  Admiral 
Child  and  his  son,  Mr.  Foster,  agentforpvisontri;  and  se- 
veral respec'j'b'.e  genlJcnien,  he  exhibited  his  power  as  fol- 
lows :  There  was  set  bf  fore  him  five  pounds  of  raw  beef, 
and  twelvL:  (allow  candles  cf  a  pornd  weight,  and  one  bottle 
of  porter  ;  these  he  iiiiiiibcd  by  ha'.f  past  ten  o'clock.  At 
one  o'clock  there  wasaqiain  put  bt  fore  him  iive  pounds  <  t 
b^i' f  and  one  pound  of  candles,  wiih  ihree  bottles  cf  por- 
ter ;  at  which  liirse  he  was  loiked  up  in  ihe  room,  and  Sen- 
tries pbced  at  the  wind~,ws  to  prever^t  his  th.rowing  away 
p.^.y  cfiiis  provisions.  At  two  o'cloc!-^  when  I  again  saw 
i,im  v.ith  two  friend=!,  he  had  nearly  finis'ied  the  who'e  f;f 
t!)e  candles,  and  a  great  part  of  the  Ijetf.  but  had  neither 
evacuation  by  vomiting,  sool,  or  nriiu- ;  i  i- -kin  was  <  ool 
and  pu'se  regular,  and  in  good  spirits.  At  a  q  jurter  pa>t 
six,  v.hen  he  was  to  be  returned  to  his  priion,  h.s  had  de-

voureH  the  whole,  and  declared  he  could  have  eat  more  ; 
but  from  the  •.risaiicrs  wiihnut  teliinij  h;-.:  we  wished  to 
ni^kesofns  exptrin.int  on  him,  he  b^t.an  to  be  alarmed, 
it  IS  also  lo  b-c  observtd,  that  the  day  was  hoi,  tii»d  not 
havi;-g  his  usual  txtrcisc  in  the  yard,  it  may  be  presumed 
he  would  have  oih.rwise  had  a  beiter  appeute.-  On  reca- 
pituiatini^  (he  whoit  cmsumplion  f.f  shis  day,  it  stands 
thu;:— Kaw  cow's  udder  4'lj.  Kaw  be-^f  loib.  Candles  alb. 
Toiid  16  b.  besides  five  boales  of  porter. 

Tht  eagerness  wiih  which  he  attadcs  his  bc^f  When  his 
stomach  IS  no;  £»orged,  resembles  the  vovar iry  of  a  hungry 
wolf,  tearing  off  and  swallowiu}^-  it  wiih  canine  fcretdir.esss. 
\Viien  his  throat  is  dry  from  continued  txcicist,  he  lu- 
bricates it  by  strippinf?  the  gre^ise  clF  the  candles  between 
hrs  teeth,  which  he  generally  finishes  at  three  mouihfuU, 
and  wrapping  the  wick  like  a  bail,  strintj  and  til,  sends 
it  af;er  at  a  swallow.  He  can,  when  no  choice  is  left, 
mike  sivfitodinc  on  immense  quintities  of  raw  potatoes, 
or  turnips  ;  but,  from  choice,  would  never  desire  to  taste 
bread  or  veijetables, 

lie  is  in  every  respect  healthy,  his  tongue  clean,  and 
his  eyes  lively. 

After  he  went  to  the  prison,  he  danced,  sraoaked  his 
pipe,  and  drank  a  bottle  of  porler ;  arjd  by  four  the  next 
mornmg,  he  awoke  with  his  usual  ravenous  appetite; 
which  he  quieted  by  a  [tw  pounds  of  raw  beef. 

He  is  six  feet  three  inches  high,  pale  complexion,  grey- 
eyes,  long  brown  hair,  well  made  but  thin,  his  counte- 
nance rather  pleasant,  andis  good  tempered. 

The  above  is  written  from  his  own  mouth,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  and  attested  bv  a  number  of  the  most  respectable 
characters.

surtou  s  ! — hou  old  honsevvife,  datiiii  g  thy  dt,  ii>ed  srock- 
ings  wi  h  ihy  araiofi!  spectacles  on  thy  ag<. (•  nose  1— lead 
mv.  haf.d  me  in  thy  clu.chii  g  palsied  fist,  up  ihose  hei^ii'Si

exposure  of  plenty,  and  the  hoi  walls  of  prolu^ic■n  prov  vice 
those  blissful  frwits  of  hixurv,  txoiic  in  shis  wciid,  and 
na'ivcs  ot  paradise  !

E  should  think  ourselves  chargeable  uilh  a 
neglect  of  duty  highly  incumbent  onus,  if  v\e  did  not  at- 
tempt to  throw  some  light  on  the  subject  of  this  deslrac- 
t;ve  insect.  And  more  especially  when  its  ravages  has 
d'lrintj  the  last  season,  been  so  generally  and  so  materi- 
uWy  felt  by  our  vveslern  farmers.  Whole  fitlds  of  wheat 
have  been  destroyed  by  this  ungenerous  and  lurking  ene- 
my. Thus  frustrating  the  industry  of  the  worthy  farmer, 
r.nd  impoverishing  our  country  of  one  of  its  staple  and 
liriacipah'jonjimodiiies. 

This  insect  is  particularly  destructive  to  wheat-dcrn,  in 
which  it  deposits  its  eggs  close  to  the  ground^  while  grow- 
is'.g.  Whtn  the  young  vermin  are  hatched,  they  continue 
iorsonit;  tirat  in  a  worm-suite,  feeding  on  the  tender  part 
of  the  stalk,  the  growth  of  which  is  thus  effectually  checked^ 
Common  opinion  has  ascribed  the  introduction  of  the 
Hessian-fly  into  Auiericii,  to  the  troop=  from  Hesse  Cassel, 
which  came  over  v/ith  the  Brilish  troops,  during  the  revo- 
lutionary war  in  the  United  States.  There  are  numy  rea- 
sons however  to  believe  this  opinion  erroneous.  In  a  large 
treatise,  wrote  by  Count  Geaanin  of  RaveriU?.,  upoi>ij:h€>. 
tliseaies  to  which  the  wheat  is  subject  in  its  growiwj^S^e, 
this  fly  is  not  mentioned,  though  fifty  difTsrentirilects  are- 
described  by  that  author.  Conversing  a  few  days  ago  oa 
this  subject  with  J.I r,  J-ickson  of  Rtdbtonc,  be  observed 
that  he  had  bct-n  told  by  the  late  Gen.  John  Nevill,  that 
he  had  noticed  tiie  ily  in  this  country  twenty  yearsbefore 
tins  insect  got  the  r.u.ne  of  the  liessian-fly.  (-lov/ever.  this 
is  not  so  much  our  object  at  presen!:,  as  thac  of  preventing 
its  laying  waste  our  fields  of  vvhtat  in  future. 

Agretably  to  the  interesting  observations  tf  the  late  Hon. 

■J.  Havens  of  Long  Island,  inserted  in  the  is-  vol.  ci  the 

.  Transactions  of  ths    AgricuUural  Society    of  N-:vj  To'  k.  iha 

maggot  of  the  fly  g<;neraliy  proves  more    destructiic-    to 

wheat  in  the  autumn  of  the  year  than  in  thi  spi-ing;  and

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though  we  know  from  the  experience  ofMr.  Cooper,  and  ' 
others,  that  it  is  not  always  able  to  resist  the  stinjjof  the  fiy. 

As  the  fly  is  not  to  be  found  in  any  other  state  than  that 
ofchrysahs,  in  the  time  of  harvest,  and  it  remains  in  that 
state  in  the  stubble  for  some  time  afterwards,  Mr.  H.  re- 
commends to  burn  the  stubble  of  grain  after  the  harvest, 
and  to  turn  the  ground  over  with  the  plough  soon  after, 
every  year  fo?  several  years,  and  has  little  doubt  of  its 
proving-  an  efTectual  mean  of  destroying  the  whole  soecies, 
for  the  insect  would  not  long  be  continued  on  rye,'  which 
may  be  sown  much  later  than  wheat  without  injury  from 
the  winter. 

The  following  directions  to  avoid  the  ravages  of  the  fir 
are  by  Judge  Peters,  of  Philadelphia. 

"  Afier  a  crop  ofoats  cut  this  season,  [18,02]  L,>Ioughed 
.in  the  stubble.  The  shed  oats  vegetated,  and  threw  up 
plants  generally  through  the  field,  which  I  am  dressing 
with  compost  and  stirring  in,  preparatory  to  a  crop  of 
wheat.  Ihe  fly  now  plentifully  impregnaurg  the  oat 
plants. 

"I  am  saiiefiedof  the  efficacy  of  the  practice  of  lightly 
sowing  fallows^with  oats,  that  the  fly  may  deposit  its  brood 
in  the  oat  plaints,  before  the  wheat  i«  sown,  or  when  it  is 
young.  The  oat  plants  continuing  to  increase  even  with 
the  young  wheat,  which  it  overgrows,  afford  a  more  invit- 
ing, because  a  more  prominent  object  to  tliis  destruciive 
but  stupid  insect,  which  does  not  discriminate  between 
one  plaat  and  another.  I  mention  oats,  because  it  is  a 
cheap  and  qu.ck  growing  grain  ;  and  may  (in  this  stage  of 
Its  growth)  occupy  the  fallows  with  the  least  injury.  I 
know  by  repeated  and  careful  observations,  that  the  Ry 

has  no  instinctive  predilection  for  any  partlcvJaV  plant 

They  light  on  all  plants  and  shrulw  indiscriminately.  Some 
afford  a  better  shelter,  and  protect  their  progeny,  while 
on  others  they  perish.  Some  plants  are  injured  by  them, 
and  others  are  unhurt:  in  the  wheat  they  do  the  most  in- 
jury. It  being  our  staple,  and  among  the  most  valuable 
of  our  products,  their  progress  in  mischief  is  the  most  ob- 
served. 

"  I  have  had  fre<]uent  opportunities  of  being  convinced 
of  the  utility  of  the  plan  I  now  advise.  I  saw,  among  other 
instances,  a  remarkably  clean  and  fair  crop  of  wheat  cut 
by  ene  of  my  neighbours,  last  year,  saved  by  this  method 
iiom  llie  fly,  which  either  injured  or  destroyed  the  crop* 
of  most  others. 
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*i' A3  my  field  ivill  be  in  high  order,  and  iveil  manured.,  I 
intend  to  soil)  late.  I  expect  the  oats  will  continue  to  pro- 
duce plants,  on  which  the  successive  flights  of  flies  will 
exhaust  themselves.  The  wheat  plants  may  escape  iht-ir 
ravages.  I  communicate  this  to  invite  other  farmers  to 
investigate  the  fact,  and  pursue  a  similar  plan,  by  which 
many  informed  me  they  have  much  bentfiited  ;  some  in  a 
greater  degree  than  others. 

"  I  recommend  sowing  none  but  the  fairest  and  best 
grains  for  seed.  These' produce  vigorous  plants,  most 
capable  of  resisting  the  injuries  from  the  fly.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve in  the  magical  power  ascribed  to  j/ff/)^.  I  uscsteeps 
occasionally,  that  I  may  skim  ofl"  the  light,  and  cure  the  in- 
i'icted  grain.  They  give  an  impetus  and  vigour  to  the  first 
shoots'of  the  plant,  and  so  far  are  beneficial.  But  the  crop 
requires  other  supplies  in  its  progress.  Steeps  of  various 
sorts  have  been  recommended  as  specifics  against  the  fly. 
But  these  are  not  exclusively  to  be  deperdtd  on." 

The  following  observations  on  this  subject  are.  by  Mr. 
Cooper,  of  New-Jersey,  to  whom  our  country  is  much 
indebted  for  Agricultural  improvements  and  discoveries. 
"  A  few  years  since,  a  friend  of  mine,  w^^o  was  attached 
to  early  sowing,  had  prepared  a  piece  of  excellent  ground, 
manured  it  highly,  and  sov^ed  it  about  the  latter  end  of 
August,  which,  after  making  a  promising  appearance', 
was  totally  destroyed.  In  the  beginning  of  October  he 
sowed  an  adjoining  lot  with  wheat,  in  which  he  had  raised 
pumpkins;  the  gxain  came  up  well,  and  made  a  fine  ap- 
pearance after  the  first  snow  ihaf  covered  lh&  ground, 
which  fell  rihe  latter  end  of  October,  but  was  totally  de- 
stroyed before  winter.  These  experiments  convinced  me 
that  sowing  winter  grain  early  is  a  mean  of  raising  a  brood 
of  flies  to  deposit  their  eggs  in,  and  thereby  destroy  the 
late  sown  grain  in  its  vicinity,  I  had  been  informed  cf 
bothwheal  and  rye  sown  in  the  spring,  having  been  great- 
ly damaged  by  the  fly,  but  not  sowing  these  grains,  had 
not  witnessed  the  fact  until  about  three  or  four  years  ago, 
when  I  sowed  some  wheat  and  barley  from  La  Plata,  in 
April,  in  good  land,  well  prepared;  both  made  a  promis- 
ing appearance  until  the  ears  began  to  shoot,  when  the 
insects  appeared  on  both,  and  were  so  nurnerous,  that  the 
barley  was  greatly  injured,  and:  the  wheat  nearly  all  de- 
stroyed. At  the  same  time  I  had  a  lot  less  than  joft^t 
distant  in. wheat  of  the  early  Virginia  kind,  which  had;

f.rvvard  most  rapidly  in  the  spring,  they  would  receive 
little  r.jury  from  the  wheat  fly  :  and  as  the  early  Virginia 
vheat  was  produced  from  a  plant  selected  by  .n  cb.eiAant 
larmer  from  his  other  wheat,  the  re  is  no  dcubt  ihat  other 
sorts  ol  grain  might  be  improved  by  a  selection  of  such 
p:u-ucu!ar  plants  as  ripen  earliest  and  are  superior  in  other 
respects." 

Mr.  Cooper  urges  strongly  the  importance  of  sowiVr 
the  early  Virginia  wheat  as  late  in  the  autumn  as  can  bs 
Clone  wiih  safety:  but  at  the  same  time  observes,  that  no 
rr,vantage  would  be  derived  from  the  practice,  unless  £.11 
liic  tarrncrs  ni  a  neighbourhood  agreed  to  pursue  the  tanie 
I'.an;  for  if  en  adj(^ir,ing  field  be  sown  esrly,  ihe  flies, 
which  have  bef n  living  on  the  grain  of  that  held,  will  after 
destroying  It,  deposit  their  eggs  in  the  stalks  of  that  which 
IS  late  sown,  and  destroy  it  either  in  the  nutumn  or  sue 
ceeding  spring.  Domcilc  Encyclopedia..

^  TAKE  one  bushel  of  fresh  cow  dung,  half  a  bushel 

oflime  rubish  of  old  Imildings  (that  from  the  ceilings  of 

I'ooms  is  preferable),  half  a  bushel  cf  wood  ashes,  a^id  a 
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Sixteenth  part  of  a  bushel  of  pit  or  river  sand  :  the  ihrce 
last  unicles  are  «o  be  sified  fine  before  they  are  mixed  ;— 
then  work  ihtm  well  together  with  a  spade,  and  afterwards 
with  a  wooden  beater,  until  the  stuff  is  very  smooth,  like 
fine  plaster  used  for  the  ceilings  of  rooms. 

The  composition  being  thus  made,  care  must  be  taken 
to  prepare  the  tree  properly  for  its  application,  by  cutting 
away  all  the  dead,  decayed,  and  injured  part,  till  you  come 
to  the  fresh  sound  wood,  leaving  the  surface  of  the  wood,  ^ 
vei7  smooth,  and  rounding  off  the  edges  of  the  bark  with  ' 
a  drdW-knifi,or  other  insuument,  perfectly  smooth,  whicli 
must  be  particu'.arly  attended  to  ;  then  lay  on  the  piaster 
about  one  8th  of  an  inch  thick,  all  over  the  part  where  the 
wood  or  bark  iilas  been  so  cut  away,  finishing  off  the  edges  as, 
thin  as  possible  :  Then  take  a  quantity  of  dry  powder  of 
wood-ashes,  mixed  with  a  sixth  part  of  the  same  quantity 
of  the  ashes  of  burnt  bones;  put  it  into  a  tin  box,  wilii 
holes  in  the  top,  and  shake  the  powder  on  the  surface  of 
the  plaster,  tiil  the  whole  is  covered  over  with  it,  letting  it 
remain  for  half  an  hour,  to  absorb  the  moisture  ;  then 
apply  more  powder,  rubbing  it  on  gently  with  the  hand, 
and  repeating  the  application  of  the  powder  till  the  whole 
plaster  becomes  a  dry,  smooth  surface. 

All  trees  cut  down  near  the  ground  should  have  the  sur- 
face made  quite  smooth,  rounding  it  off  in  a  small  degree, 
as  before  mentioned  ;  and  the  dry  powder  directed  to  be 
used- afterwards  should  have  an  equal  quantity  of  powder 
©!■  ai-ibaster  mixed  w;ith  it,  in  order  ine  better  to  resist 
the  dripping  of  trees  and  heavy  rains. 

If  any  of  the  composition  be  left  for  a  future  occasion,  it 
should  be  kept  in  a  tub,  or  othe?  vessel,  and  urine  of  any- 
kind  poured  on  it,  so  as  to  cover  the  surface  ;  otherwise 
the  atmosphere  will  greatly  hurt  the  tiiicacy  of  the  ap- 
plication. 

When  lime  rubbiskof  old  buildings  cannot  be  easily  go% 
take  pounded  chalk,  or  common  lime,  afier  having  been, 
slaked  a  month  at  least. 

As  the  growth  of  the  tree  will  gradually  aflect  the  plasteV, 
by  raising  up  its  edges  next  the  bark,  care  should  be  taken, 
where  that  happens,  to  rub  it  over  with  the  finger  when 
occasion  may  require  (;which  is  best  done  when  nioistentd 
by  rain),  that  the  plaster  may  be  kept  v/hole,  to  prevent 
the  air  and  wet  from  penetrating  into  the  viouiid. 

A  viashfor  trus^.-^l  would  recommend  washing  the  trees 
^     3 
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annually,  in  (he  month  of  February  or  March,  wi:h  (he 
followmg.niixture,  whrch  wi.l  destroy  ihe  togs  of  ir.secN 
and  prcventmoss  from  growing  on  the  trunks  ard  brr.nch* 
•es  :  It  whl  also  help  to  nourish  the  tree,  keeping  the  bark 
fine  and  healthy  ;  and  will  have  the  £.me  effect  en  it  as 
a  top  dressing  has  upon  grass  land  ; 

Mix  fresh  cow  dung  with  urine  and  soap  si)ds,  ord  wi'h 
this  mixture  wash  over  the  stems  and  branches  of  the  trees 
as  a  white  washer  would  wash  the  ceiling  or  walls  of  a 
room  ;  taking  care  to  cut  off  all  the  car  kery  parts,  ard  to 
scrape  off  all  the  mo.ss,  before  you  lay  the  mixture  on.  In 
the  course  of  the  spri^ig  or  summer,  you  will  see  a  fine 
new  bark  coming  on.  When  the  old  bark  is  rankerv,you 
must  pair  it  off  with  a  draw  knife,  or  seme  other  tool  weii 
calculated  for  the  purpose.  When  you  see  it  necessary 
to  toke  all  the  outer  bark  off,  you  must  cover  the  stem,  &r. 
with  the  ccmpofdtion  and  powder,  patting  it  gently  dcwn, 
as  in  the  case  when  large  limbs  are  cut  off. 

If  the  above  wash  be  repeated  in  autumn,  after  the  h\\ 
of  the  leaf,  it  will  destroy  the  eggs  of  a  great  many  insects 
that  hatch  in  autumn  and  winter.  'Jhis  washing  will  be 
found  of  great  service  to  all  kinds  of  fruit  trees  whatever. ' 

Of  the  Aphides,  or  Plant  Lice  — Entcmologists  enume- 
rate -jy  sp-ci-s  of  this  destructive  tribe  of  insects,  which' 
very  much  infest  fruit  trees  of  all  kinds,  the  plum  inpsr- 
ticular  suffers  greatly  by  them.  Those  which  I  have  mo^t 
frequently  found  in  the  plums  are,  the  blown,  the  green, 
and  the  light  sea-green  aphis  ;  but  different  sorts  cf  trees 
.generally  have  different  specites  aphides.  Great  care  should 
he  taken  to  destroy  these  pernicious  insects  at  as  early  a 
period  of  their  growth  as  possible  ;  otherwii.e  they  will 
tonsuttie  the  leaves  and  fruit  for  rJiat  season.  The  best 
inethod  that  I  have  found  for  this  purpose  is,  to  take  some 
line  wood  ashes  mixed  with  one-third  part  of  fine  unslacktd 
lime,  and  threw  it  on  with  a  common  dredging  box,  till 
you  have  covered  the  undersides  of  all  the  leaves  where 
you  find  the  insects.  This  should  be  done  in  the  morning 
early  wliile  the  clew  is  on  the  leaves,  which  will  cause  the  ' 
powdtrto  adhere  to  them;  letting  them  remain  so  covert  d 
wiih"!he  powdered  lime  for  three  or  four  dt^ys.  Then  mix 
unslacktd  lime  and  soft  water,  or  water  that  has  been  ex- 
posed to  the  sun  a  week  at  least,  at  the  rate  of  half  a  peik 
to  32  gallons,  and  stir  it  wcU  for  two  or  three  times  a  day 
f(;r  3  or  4  d-^y^-  With  this  liquid,  after  the  lime  has  sub- 
sided, give  the  trees  a  ^ood  watering,  observing  to  throw 
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a  r.onsidtrable  p«rt  (fit  under  the  leave?,  !:y  abarrcw  en- 
gine'; this  siiould  be  repeat!  d  once  a  dsy  for  six^days, 
which  will  destroy  all  the  i-phides.  If  ycu  find  the  insects 
begin  to  miiUe  tiieir  appearance  again,  apply  ihepowxler 

asbtfore  dh'ec'cd,  and  repeat  the  -R-aterirg.- Be  always 

careful  that  your  trees  get  dry  before  nighty  and  be  sure 
nevtr  to  water  when  the  sun  is  on  ibcra  ;  nor  yet  water 
them  with  the  grchwls  of  the  li»-ne,  which  \vill  nvuke  the 
trees  look  very  ursighiiy,  and  also  injure  the  leaves. 

0/  Slugs  and  JVorms.—Tht  leaves  of  walnuts  steeped  in 
boiling  water,  and  that  infusion  mixed  viih  lime-water, 
soap  suds,  and  urine,  is  found  very  tffiracious  for  destroy- 
ing «!ugs  and  worms  in  the  ground,  and  insects  on  tress. 

0/ Grafting -^"Mr.  Forsyth  speaks  cf  4- '-i^ds  cf  gr>|f  in<5 
fruit-trees,  but  -'lercs  to  prefer  the  kit  d  tcrn.td  whip,  cr 
toungegraftittg,  and  especially  for  smsH  s'.otks,  becauss 
the  cions  much  sooner  cover  the  storks  in  this  method 
than  in  any  other.  This  is  performed  by  cutting  off  the 
head  of  the  stocks  sloping;  then  there  rrustbt  a  not* '1 
ftiade  in  the  slope  towards  the  upper  part  downward,  a  lit- 
tle more  than  half  an  inch  deep,  to  receive  the  cion,whirh 
must  be  cut  with  a  slope  upward,  anda  slit  made  in  this 
slope  like  a  tongue,  which  tongue  must  be  inserted  into 
the  slit  made  in  the  slope  of  the  stock,  and  the  cicn  mu?t 
be  placed  on  one  sidie  cf  the  s'ock,  so  as  (hat  the  t\vo  rinds 
fcf  both  cion  and  stork  may  be  equal  and  join  together  ex- 
actly ;  then  there  should  be  a  iigature  of  bass  to  f;  sten  the 
cion,  so  that  it  may  no;^be  easily  displaced,  and  aftervvard-i 
clay  it  over  with  a  mixture  of  strong  fat  loam,  new  storo 
horse  dung,  and  if  you  cut  a  little  straw,  or  hay,  very  small, 
and  mix  amongst  it,  the  loam  will  hold  together  the  better  ; 
and  if  there  be  a  quantity  of  salt  added,  it  will  prevent  the 
clay  from  dividing  in  dry  weather  ;  these  must  be  well  stir-^ 
red  together,  putting  water  to  them,  after  the  manner  of 
making  mortar  ;  must  keep  this  mixture  from  the  frost,  cr 
drying  winds,  and  the  cfctner  it  is  stirred  and  wraught  the 
better.  A  composition  composed  of  a  mixture  of  turpen- 
tine, bees- wax,  and  rosin,  has  been  found  of  late  to  answ^r 
the  intention  of  keeping  out  the  air  better  ihao  that  of  clay, 
and  is  used  in  the  same  manner  as  it  is  usually  applied — 
Great  care  shouM  always  be  taken  not  to  graft  with  weak 
s'loo  s,  particularly  those  taken  from  near  the  torn  Ahvays 
ti'ke  your  grafts  from  the  lower  end  of  the  shoots,  and  ob- 
serve that  the  wood  be  plump  and  fresh..  When,  the  graft 
bco-ins  to  throve  off  the  composition,  you  naust  apply  nnors,  .
